PARIS (AP) — The turkey 
was dished up with heaps 
of sadness for thousands 
of American expatriates 
celebrating Thanksgiving 
in Paris following the city’s 
worst attacks in recent 
memory.

“It’s absolutely terrible 
what happened. There’s 
a lot to be thankful about 
this year. Number one: 
that I’m safe because I 
was near the Bataclan 
when it happened," she 
said, referring to the con¬ 
cert hall where at least 89 
people were killed when 
three gunmen opened 
fire during a concert by 
Eagles of Death Metal. 
Judith Bluysen, the owner 
of a Paris shop named 
“Thanksgiving,” had less 
time for reflection as she 
dealt with the daunting 
line in her tiny shop. 

“It’s a big week for us, it 
takes months of prepara¬ 
tion," she said, pointing to 
a large refrigerated truck 
outside, hired to store the 
overflow of turkeys.

NEW YORK (AP) — Black 
Friday used to kick off the 
holiday shopping season, 
but now that day has tak¬ 
en a backseat to Thanks¬ 
giving Day. Still, retailers 
have settled into times that 
don’t interfere with the tur¬ 
key feast. 

After opening earlier and 
earlier on the holiday, this 
year, most of the more 
than a dozen major retail¬ 
ers like Macy’s, Target and 
Kohl’s are sticking with their 
5 p.m. or 6 p.m. Thanksgiv¬ 
ing openings. 

One big exception: J.C. 
Penney, which is opening 
two hours earlier at 3 p.m. 
on the holiday. Staples has 
reversed course and will 
close on the holiday. And 
sporting goods chain REI, 
which was always closed 
on Thanksgiving, is bowing 
out of Black Friday too. 

Still, stores aren’t waiting 
around to push discounts 
on holiday goods until the 
official weekend. Increas¬ 
ingly, they’ve been dis¬ 
counting holiday merchan¬ 
dise earlier in the month. In 
fact, according to the Na¬ 
tional Retail Federation, the 
nation's largest retail trade 
group, nearly 60 percent 
of holiday shoppers have 
already started holiday 
shopping as of Nov. 10. 
That should take a bite out 
of the sales this weekend, 
though Black Friday should 
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still rank either No. 1 or No. 
2 in sales for the year. 

The National Retail Federa¬ 
tion estimates about 135.8 
million people will shop 
this weekend, compared 
with 133.7 million last year. 
The trade group expects 
about 30 million to shop on 
Thanksgiving, compared 
with 99.7 million on Black 
Friday. 

Overall, the group expects 
a 3.7 percent increase to 
$630.5 billion though the 
growth is much higher than 
the 10-year average of 2.5 
percent. 

But grabbing those dollars 
will be tough. While over¬ 
all economy has been im¬ 
proving, shoppers remain 
tight-fisted. Unemployment 
rate has settled into a 
healthy 5 percent rate, but 
shoppers still grapple with 
stagnant wages that are 
not keeping pace with ris¬ 
ing costs for things like rent. 
Stores are also contending 
with an increasing shift to 
researching and buying 
online. 

In response, Wal-Mart and 
Target will be making all of 
the deals available later 
in the stores online Thanks¬ 
giving morning. New this 
year at Target: Shoppers 
who spend $75 or more 
on Friday will receive a 20 
percent discount to use to¬ 
ward a future purchase on 
any day between Dec. 4 
and Dec. 13. 

Saks Fifth Avenue pulled 
up its Black Friday sale 
to Wednesday to get a 
jump start to the holiday 
shopping season. Gerald 
Storch, CEO of Hudson's 
Bay Company, which also 
operates Lord & Taylor, 
said the deals at the stores 
are even more aggressive 
than last year and include 
a $75 gift card with a $150 
in-store purchase. 

Storch told The Associated 
Press that the luxury chain 
considered, and then re¬ 
jected, opening on Thanks¬ 
giving, but it still wanted to 
do something special for its 
customers.

In his weekly radio ad¬ 
dress broadcast Thursday, 
Obama noted his com¬ 
mitment to accept an ad¬ 
ditional 10,000 Syrian refu¬ 
gees this year and argued 
that the policy is in keeping 
with U.S. tradition. 

Obama compared Syrian 
refugees to the first Pilgrims 
who arrived in present-day 


Massachusetts on the May¬ 
flower ship in 1620. Many 
of them separatists from 
the Church of England, 
the Pilgrims have come to 
symbolize the quest for re¬ 
ligious freedom in America. 
The Thanksgiving holiday 
is commonly traced to a 
1621 celebration when 
the Pilgrims invited Native 
Americans to join them in 
a feast. 

“Nearly four centuries after 
the Mayflower set sail, the 
world is still full of pilgrims," 
Obama said, “men and 
women who want nothing 
more than the chance for 


a safer, better future for 
themselves and their fami¬ 
lies. What makes America 
America is that we offer 
that chance.” 

He said he has been 
“touched by the generosity 
of Americans who’ve writ¬ 
ten me letters and emails 
in recent weeks, offering to 
open their homes to refu¬ 
gees fleeing the brutality of 
ISIL (Islamic State group)." 
Obama’s plan to receive 
thousands of additional 
Syrian refugees has come 
under heavy criticism in 
Congress and has become

BOSTON (AP) — John 
Howland may not be as 
famous as William Brad¬ 
ford, John Carver and 
Myles Standish, notable 
passengers on the May¬ 
flower that landed in Mas¬ 
sachusetts in 1620. 

Yet Howland probably 
had a greater impact on 
the history of the United 
States than any of them. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
Americans are unaware 
that they owe their very 
existence to Howland as 
they celebrate Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, a holiday that com¬ 
memorates a feast shared 
between Native Ameri¬ 
cans and the Pilgrims of 
the Mayflower. 

Howland boarded the 
ship as a servant of Carv¬ 
er, the first governor of the 
New Plymouth Colony, 
but he almost never made 
it to the New World. He fell 
overboard in the middle 
of the Atlantic during a 
gale but grabbed a trail¬ 
ing rope and was hauled 
back aboard by sailors us¬ 
ing boat hooks. His remark¬ 
able story is the subject of 
a new children's book, 
“The Boy Who Fell Off the 
Mayflower, or John How¬ 
land’s Good Fortune,’’ by 
Irish illustrator and author 
P.J. Lynch. 


80 grandchildren. Now, 
an estimated 2 million 
Americans can trace their 
roots to him. 

Howland's descendants 
include three presidents 
— Franklin Roosevelt, 
George H.W. Bush and 
George W. Bush — as well 


Longfellow; actors Alec 
Baldwin, Humphrey Bog¬ 
art, and Christopher Lloyd; 
Mormon church founder 
Joseph Smith; and child 
care guru Dr. Benjamin 
Spock. 

“The idea that the exis¬ 
tence of all these people 


hinged on that one guy 
grabbing a rope in the 
ocean and holding on 
tight totally caught my 
imagination," Lynch said 
in a phone interview from 
his Dublin home. “Many of 
these people have made 
America what it is." 

There are so many How¬ 
land descendants that 
they have their own club 
— The Pilgrim John How¬ 
land Society — with about 
1,200 members. 

Gail Adams, a Howland 
descendant and editor of 
the society’s publication, 
"The Howland Quarterly,” 
was thrilled when she first 
found out about her lin¬ 
eage two decades ago. 
"To think, if he hadn’t 
made it, I wouldn’t even 
be here,” she said from 
her home in Virginia. 

Lynch developed an in¬ 
terest in the story of the 
Pilgrims and Howland 
when he read Nathaniel 
Philbrick's book, “May¬ 
flower.” It was mostly new 
to him because he hadn’t 
gone to school in the U.S., 
where the story of the Pil¬ 
grims is taught to every 
child. 

He acknowledges his 
book — written in the first 
person from Howland's 
point of view — isn't a 
100 percent accurate ac¬ 
count, and he has taken 


some liberties in telling 
and illustrating the story. 
For example, Howland 
was actually a young 
man on the Mayflower 
trip, not a boy as the book 
title suggests. 

But that’s OK with the ex¬ 
perts — and Howland’s 
very large extended fam¬ 
ily. 

“He did a great job on 
it,” said Richard Pickering, 
deputy executive director 
of Plimoth Plantation, the 
living history museum in 
Plymouth, Massachusetts, 
that preserves the story 
of the Pilgrims. "There is 
very little documentation 
about Howland’s early 
years, but Lynch imagines 
them beautifully." 

“He’s right on,” Adams 
said. 

The book even describes 
the beginnings of a ro¬ 
mance between How¬ 
land and Tilley, which isn’t 
so farfetched, Adams 
said. 

Tilley was left an orphan 
after the first winter in 
Plymouth yet chose to 
stay even though she had 
family in England and her 
best friend returned. 

“My theory — no proof — 
is that when handsome 
John fell overboard and 
had to be nursed back to 
health, she was smitten,” 
Adams said. □

Signs of steady economy: Rising pay and solid job market

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans’ pay is up, 
fewer people need un¬ 
employment aid, more 
are buying new homes 
and business spending is 
rebounding. A flurry of data 
released Wednesday sig¬ 
naled that the fundamen¬ 
tals of the U.S. economy 
remain solid, if unspectacu¬ 
lar, three weeks before the 
Federal Reserve will likely 
begin raising interest rates. 
Consumers appear rela¬ 
tively confident in the econ¬ 
omy and may be poised 
to spend a decent chunk 
of their rising incomes dur¬ 
ing the holiday shopping 
season. In addition, busi¬ 
nesses are stepping up their 
investment in machinery 
and equipment, removing 
a persistent drag on the 
economy. 

The steady consumer 
and business demand in 
the United States is power¬ 
ing the economy through 
economic pressures from 
overseas, which jolted fi¬ 
nancial markets during Au¬ 
gust and September and 
raised doubts about global 
growth. 


With the U.S. job market on 
solid footing and wages 
beginning to rise, the Fed 
is widely expected to raise 
short-term rates in mid-De¬ 
cember for the first time in 
nine years. 

Wages and salariesjumped 
0.6 percent in October, the 
Commerce Department 
said Wednesday, and data 
for the spring and summer 
was revised substantially 
higher. U.S. paychecks 
were 4.9 percent higher in 
October than they were a 
year earlier, a sizable gain. 
By contrast, in the first four 
years after the Great Re¬ 
cession ended in 2009, 
paychecks typically rose 
only about 2 percent to 3 
percent. “The extra growth 
in wage income is good 
news for retailers hoping 
for a strong holiday shop¬ 
ping season,” said Jim 
O'Sullivan, chief U.S. econ¬ 
omist at High Frequency 
Economics. 

O'Sullivan forecasts that 
the economy's annual 
growth rate could reach 
2.7 percent in the final 
three months of the year, 
from 2.1 percent in the third 
quarter. 

Consumer spending rose 


only 0.1 percent in Oc¬ 
tober, though that weak 
showing occurred partly 
because the month was 
unusually warm and Ameri¬ 
cans paid less for heat. In 
the second and third quar¬ 
ters, consumer spending 
topped 3 percent, a histori¬ 
cally robust level. 

With incomes revised high¬ 
er, the savings rate jumped 
last month to 5.6 percent, 
the highest since 2012. 
“History tells us that a chunk 
of that savings will eventu¬ 
ally get spent," said Ste¬ 
phen Stanley, chief econo¬ 
mist at Amherst Pierpont. 
Measures of consumer con¬ 
fidence have been mixed 
but generally paint an op¬ 


timistic picture. According 
to Gallup, Americans plan 
to spend on average $830 
on holiday shopping this 
winter — the most since 
2007, just before the reces¬ 
sion officially began. 

And consumer sentiment 
ticked up this month, ac¬ 
cording to a survey by 
the University of Michi¬ 
gan. Lower and middle- 
income Americans were 
more optimistic about their 
personal finances in the 
coming year than higher- 
income households were, 
the survey found. Still, a 
separate measure of con¬ 
sumer confidence from 
the Conference Board, 
a business research group, 


fell in November to its low¬ 
est point in more than a 
year. It found that fewer 
Americans expected their 
incomes to rise. Even so, 
Americans are unleashing 
pent-up demand for big- 
ticket items such as homes 
and cars. Sales of new 
homes jumped last month 
and have increased 15.7 
percent through the first 10 
months of 2015. 

Home sales have been bol¬ 
stered by strong hiring and 
low mortgage rates. Sales 
of existing homes are on 
track to reach their high¬ 
est level since 2007, even 
though rising prices are 
sidelining many potential 
buyers.Q 
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Russia, France agree to tighten cooperation against IS

agreed Thursday to tighten 
cooperation in the fight 
against the Islamic State 
group, although they re¬ 
mained at odds over their 
approach toward Syrian 
President Bashar Assad. 

IS has claimed responsibility 
for deadly attacks against 
both of the countries' citi¬ 
zens in recent weeks: Nov. 
13 shootings and suicide 
bombings in Paris which 
killed 130 people, and the 
Oct. 31 bombing of a Rus¬ 
sian passenger jet over 
Egypt's Sinai Peninsula that 
claimed 224 lives. 

French President Francois 
Flollande has been on a 
diplomatic drive since the 
Paris attacks to increase 
cooperation in tackling IS, 
which holds swathes of ter¬ 
ritory in both Syria and Iraq. 
Fie has met this week with 
President Barak Obama, 
German Chancellor An¬ 
gela Merkel and Italian 
Prime Minister Matteo Renzi 
before flying to Moscow 
on Thursday for talks with 
Russian President Vladimir 
Putin.

against the terrorists,” Flol¬ 
lande said after the meet¬ 
ing, referring to IS by its Ara¬ 
bic acronym. “And we are 
going to exchange some 


information about that: 
what can be struck, and 
what must not be struck.” 
But the two countries re¬ 
main at odds in their ap¬ 
proach toward Assad, with 
Flollande saying the Syrian 
head of state "does not 
have his place in Syria's 
future,” and Putin stressing 


that “the Syrian president’s 
fate should be entirely in 
the hands of the Syrian 
people.” 

Putin described Assad's 
army as a "natural ally” in 
the fight against IS — an 
essential force capable 
of battling the extrem¬ 
ist group on the ground. 
Fie added that Russia was 
ready to cooperate with 
other groups ready to fight 
IS. Russia has been Assad’s 
staunchest ally, and has 
come under criticism 
for targeting some rebel 
groups who are fighting 
against both IS and Assad 
in Syria’s multifaceted and 
complex civil war. 

Obama, after meeting with 
Flollande, had said Russian 
cooperation in the fight 
against IS would be “enor¬ 
mously helpful.” The U.S. 
has also insisted that a po¬ 
litical transition in Syria must 
lead to Assad's departure. 
"We view the U.S.-led coali¬ 
tion with respect and stand 
ready to cooperate with 
it,” Putin said. “We believe 
that we would better cre¬ 
ate a single, united coali¬ 
tion as it would be easier, 
simpler and more efficient 
to coordinate our work that 
way.”Q 


Turkey-Russia spat over downed Russian warplane escalates

ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — A 

tug-of-war over a Russian 
warplane downed by a 
Turkish fighter jet at the 
border with Syria escalat¬ 
ed Thursday, with Moscow 
drafting a slew of econom¬ 
ic sanctions against Turkey 
and the Turkish president 
defiantly declaring that 
his military will shoot down 
any new intruder. 

The spat reflected a clash 
of ambitions of two strong¬ 


man leaders, neither of 
whom appeared willing to 
back down and search for 
a compromise. 

Turkey shot down the Rus¬ 
sian Su-24 military jet on 
Tuesday, insisting it had 
violated its airspace de¬ 
spite repeated warnings. 
The incident marked the 
first time in half a century 
that a NATO member shot 
down a Russian plane, rais¬ 
ing the threat of a military 
confrontation between 
the alliance and Moscow. 
Russian President Vladimir 


Putin denounced the Turk¬ 
ish action as a "treacher¬ 
ous stab in the back,” and 
insisted that the plane was 
downed over Syrian terri¬ 
tory in violation of interna¬ 
tional law. 

“Until that moment, we 
haven't heard a clear 
apology from Turkey's top 
political leadership, or an 
offer to compensate for 
the damage or a promise 
to punish the criminals,” he 
said at the Kremlin while 
receiving credentials from 
several ambassadors. “It 


gives an impression that 
the Turkish leadership is 
deliberately driving Rus- 
sian-Turkish relations into a 
deadlock, and we regret 
that.” 

But Turkish President Re- 
cep Tayyip Erdogan was 
in no mood to apologize, 
and warned that Ankara 
would act in the same 
way in the event of anoth¬ 
er intrusion. 

"Faced with the same vio¬ 
lation today, Turkey would 
give the same response," 
Erdogan said. “It's the 


country that carried out 
the violation which should 
question itself and take 
measures to prevent it 
from happening again, 
not the country that was 
subjected to a violation.” 
Erdogan said Turkey had 
not specifically targeted 
Russia when it shot down 
the plane, saying it was 
“an automatic response" 
in line with its rules of en¬ 
gagement. 

He spoke on a more con¬ 
ciliatory note in separate 
comments on France 24.Q

Cameron: UK must attack IS in Syria to deny group safe haven

LONDON (AP) — British 
Prime Minister David Cam¬ 
eron urged skeptical law¬ 
makers to back airstrikes 
on the Islamic State group 
in Syria, saying Thursday 
that the Paris attacks have 
given the fight new urgen¬ 
cy and Britain owes it to 
key allies to act. 

Cameron told the House 
of Commons that Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama and 
French President Francois 
Hollande had urged Britain 
to join the military cam¬ 
paign in Syria. 

“These are our closest allies 
and they want our help,” 
he said. 

“We have to hit these ter¬ 
rorists in their heartlands. 
We have not and we must 
not shirk our responsibility 
for security or hand it to 
others.” 

Some previously skeptical 
lawmakers said they were 
convinced, but Cameron 
has not yet announced a 
date for a House of Com¬ 


mons vote on airstrikes. 

The Royal Air Force is part 
of a U.S.-led coalition at¬ 
tacking IS militants in Iraq, 
but not in Syria. Camer¬ 
on has been reluctant to 
seek backing for strikes in 
Syria since lawmakers vot¬ 
ed down his 2013 plan to 
launch RAF strikes against 
the forces of Syrian Presi¬ 
dent Bashar Assad. 

Many Britons are wary of 
getting drawn in to anoth¬ 
er Middle Eastern conflict 
after messy, bloody wars in 
Iraq and Libya. 

Earlier this month, Parlia¬ 
ment's Foreign Affairs Se¬ 
lect Committee said British 
airstrikes would be “inco¬ 
herent” and ineffective 
without a plan to end Syr¬ 
ia's four-year civil war. 
Cameron replied Thursday 
with a 36-page letter, argu¬ 
ing that Britain should act 
to deny the Islamic State 
group a “safe haven” 
from which to plot mass- 
casualty attacks like the 
Nov. 13 rampage that left 
130 dead and hundreds 


wounded in Paris. 

He said airstrikes should be 
part of a “comprehensive 
overall strategy” to destroy 
IS, end the Syrian war and 
help rebuild the country. 
Attempting to allay legisla¬ 
tors' concerns, Cameron 
answered questions for 
more than two hours in the 
House of Commons. 


He argued that military ac¬ 
tion was legal under the 
U.N. charter’s right to self- 
defense. And he said while 
ground forces would also 
be needed, they would 
not be British. 

Cameron said airstrikes 
would not increase the al- 
ready-high risk of an attack 
in Britain. He said British au¬ 


thorities have foiled seven 
attacks in the past year ei¬ 
ther planned or inspired by 
IS. 

Cameron said he would 
only seek a vote in Parlia¬ 
ment if “there is a clear 
majority for action,” so as 
not to hand IS “a publicity 
coup.” 

The main opposition La¬ 
bour Party remains divid¬ 
ed. Leader Jeremy Cor- 
byn, whose left-wing views 
are at odds with some of 
his lawmakers, said military 
action could have “unin¬ 
tended consequences” 
— as it did in Iraq, Libya 
and Afghanistan. He wrote 
Thursday to Labour legis¬ 
lators to say he wouldn’t 
back airstrikes because 
Cameron had not set out 
“a coherent strategy" to 
defeat IS. 

Labour's leadership in Par¬ 
liament met Thursday, but 
didn’t decide whether to 
allow the party’s lawmak¬ 
ers a free vote. Another 
meeting is scheduled for 
Monday .□ 
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3 Palestinians die in clashes; Israel toughens fence 
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Police spokeswoman Luba 
Samri said the man got 
out of a taxi near a military 
post and began running 
toward officers, brandish¬ 
ing a knife. No Israelis were 
hurt in that attack, Samri 
added. She did not say 
how close the man got to 
the Israeli forces. 

The Palestinian Health Min¬ 
istry identified the assailant 
as 51 -year-old Samir Seresi. 
Late Thursday, it said a 
21-year-old Palestinian 
was killed in clashes with 
soldiers near Hebron in 
the West Bank. The Israeli 
military said the Palestin¬ 
ian was about to throw a 
firebomb at passing traffic 
when soldiers opened fire. 
The deaths were the latest 
in a two-month wave of vi¬ 
olence. Since mid-Septem¬ 
ber, 19 Israelis have died in 
Palestinian attacks, mostly 
stabbings and shootings. 
At least 94 Palestinians 
have also died, including 
58 said by Israel to be at¬ 
tackers. The others died in 
clashes with Israeli forces. 
In an effort to quell the 
violence. Defense Minister 
Moshe Yaalon announced 
Wednesday that Israel will 
fortify an existing fence 
west of Hebron, a south¬ 
ern West Bank city that has 


been a flashpoint in the 
current unrest. Yaalon said 
attackers have managed 
to get through the struc¬ 
ture in recent weeks. 

“We intend to bring a 
far more massive barrier 
there...in light of the bitter 
experience with the physi¬ 
cal damage to this bar¬ 
rier,” Yaalon said. “I defi¬ 
nitely identify this area as 
a weak point, from both a 
security and criminal per¬ 
spective.” 

The approximately 25-mile 
(40-kilometer) stretch of 
fence is part of a sprawl¬ 
ing West Bank separation 
barrier that Israel has built 
over the last decade or so. 
Israel says the structure is 
a security measure meant 
to keep attackers out of 
its cities. But the Palestin¬ 
ians say the structure is a 
land grab, since it places 
sections of the West Bank 
on the "Israeli” side. The 
Palestinians claim all of the 
West Bank for part of a fu¬ 
ture state. Yaalon told law¬ 
makers that the project will 
take a year. The fence will 
have similar technology as 
the recently constructed 
Israeli fence on the Egyp¬ 
tian frontier meant to pre¬ 
vent infiltration by militants 
and African migrants.Q

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Migrants clash at Greece-Macedonia border

IDOMENI, Greece (AP) 

— Hundreds of migrants 
stranded at Greece's 
northern border clashed 
with police Thursday while 
trying to force their way 
into Macedonia. 

The migrants from Iran, Mo¬ 
rocco, Pakistan and sever¬ 
al other countries confront¬ 
ed Macedonian riot police 
who were seen hitting pro¬ 
testers with batons. 
Macedonia toughened 
rules for crossings earlier 
this month, in the wake of 
the deadly Paris attacks, 
restricting access to citi¬ 
zens from countries typi¬ 
cally granted asylum in Eu¬ 
rope, including Syria and 
Afghanistan. 

At least 10 people strand¬ 
ed at the border are on 
hunger strike and have 


sewn their mouths shut in 
protest. One of the hunger 
strikers fainted during the 
protest and was carried by 
to a medical tent set up by 
a charity organization. 

An Iranian migrant who 
asked to be identified only 
by her first name, Sonya, 
said she was afraid to re¬ 
turn to Iran after speak¬ 
ing out against authorities 
there. 

“They are not letting us into 
Macedonia. I have tried 
to cross at several points, 
but the police were always 
there to stop us," she said. 
“I’ve been here for sev¬ 
en days and I’m going to 
keep trying to get across." 
About 750 stranded mi¬ 
grants remained camped 
out near the border village 
of Idomeni, police said. 
They have staged daily 
demonstrations at the bor¬ 
der, and have pitched 


their tents on a railway 
line, halting rail services 
between the Greek port of 
Thessaloniki and the Mace¬ 
donian capital Skopje. 

With many of its islands 
facing the coast of Turkey, 
Greece was the busiest en¬ 
try point for migrants and 
refugees trying to reach 
northern Europe following 
a spike in new arrivals this 
year. 

Struggling to cope with the 
high numbers of new arriv¬ 
als, many Balkan countries 
relaxed transit rules over 
the summer as migrants 
headed to Germany and 
other countries northern 
Europe. 

Greek police said 2,400 
migrants had crossed into 
Macedonia in the 24 hours 
before 6 a.m.

Chinese company postpones 
big canal project in Nicaragua

China's HKND Co. got 
approval for environmen¬ 
tal studies of the canal 
earlier this month. But on 
Wednesday, a company 
statement said that "the 
construction of locks and 
the big excavations will 
start toward the end of 


2016.” 

The company gave no 
reason for the delay, but 
said that "the canal’s de¬ 
sign is currently being fine- 
tuned.” 

Nicaraguan authorities 
have already approved 
the proposed 172-mile 
(278-kilometer) route for 
the canal. 

Crews broke ground on 
access roads for the proj¬ 
ect last December, but 
have yet to start digging 
the waterway itself.□

Vonn, Shiffrin may be in for robust rivalry this season

ASPEN, Colo. (AP) — Over 
hot chocolate, Lindsey 
Vonn and Mikaela Shiffrin 
recently had their first real 
heart-to-heart chat. 

Among the topics dis¬ 
cussed in a New Zealand 
coffee shop were family, 
friends, “girl stuff” — as Shif¬ 
frin put it — and, of course, 
ski racing. 

Throughout the season, 
these two American team¬ 
mates could very well be at 
the top of the overall stand¬ 
ings. Might come down to 
the very end, too. 

No bitterness, they main¬ 
tain. No nastiness, either. 
Just a robust rivalry. 

“How will it be going head- 
to-head? It's exciting to 
find out,” said the 20-year- 
old Shiffrin, who will be a 
big favorite in a World Cup 


giant slalom race Friday 
on home snow, along with 
two slalom events over the 
weekend. “If we were to 
go head-to-head, I have 
a feeling it could be one 
of those things where she's 
not going to give it to me 
and I’m sure as heck not 
going to give it to her.” 

For years, Shiffrin was tout¬ 
ed as the next Vonn. Well, 
Shiffrin’s fulfilled those lofty 
expectations, capturing 
the slalom title at the 2013 
world championships, 
Olympic gold in the slalom 
at the 2014 Sochi Games 
and then defending her 
world title last February in 
Beaver Creek, Colorado. 
This season, Shiffrin ventures 
into Vonn’s territory by add¬ 
ing some speed events, 
beginning next week with 
a super-G at Lake Louise, 
Alberta. Among those who 


believe Shiffrin’s ready for 
the jump to speed is Vonn. 
“She's just a great skier and 
she's obviously extremely 
talented,” said the 31-year- 
old Vonn, who’s healed 
from breaking her left ankle 
three months ago in train¬ 
ing and a bite on her right 
thumb that required stitch¬ 
es after breaking up a fight 
between her dogs. “She 
has such a great touch 
on snow and such a solid 
technique. 

“I'm sure she's going to do 
phenomenal in speed as 
well.” 

High praise from Vonn, the 
four-time overall champi¬ 
on. Then again, she doesn’t 
see this rivalry as anything 
but healthy. 

Being a decade older 
than Shiffrin, Vonn wants 
to be a “resource” for her 
young compatriot. “We

both have a lot of respect 
for each other,” said Vonn, 
the all-time winningest fe¬ 
male World Cup racer who 
will compete only in the GS 
this weekend. “We’ll see 
how the season shapes 
up. It would be really great 
for ski racing if two Ameri¬ 
cans were fighting for the 
overall." The paths of Shif¬ 
frin and Vonn haven't 
crossed all that much over 
the years. That’s partly be¬ 
cause of Vonn’s serious 
knee injury, which kept her 
out of the Sochi Games. 
And when Vonn has been 
back, they've traveled in 
different circles since Shif¬ 
frin works so closely with the 
technical side. 

That's why Vonn invited 
Shiffrin out for cocoa dur¬ 
ing training over the sum¬ 
mer. A chance to get bet¬ 
ter acquainted. 

Vonn’s take on their meet¬ 
ing: “It was a really nice 
conversation. It wasn’t 
anything in particular. Just 
kind of a nice, easy con¬ 
versation.” 

Shiffrin was flattered a skier 
she’s long considered one 
of her idols wanted to sit 
down with her. 

“Lindsey’s made more sac¬ 
rifices than anybody else in 
order to get the job done," 
Shiffrin said. “I respect that 


a lot.” 

With defending overall 
champion Anna Fenninger 
sidelined by a knee injury 
and Tina Maze taking a 
break, that opens the door 
for a Vonn-Shiffrin show¬ 
down. 

“If she beats me for the 
overall, you know what, 
cheers to that,” Shiffrin said. 
“It’s like, 'You’re a really 
good ski racer and a really 
good athlete and there’s 
a reason you're winning.' 
Hopefully, I'll be able to 
give her some good com¬ 
petition.” 

Off to a great start. Shif¬ 
frin finished second in the 
giant slalom last month 
in Soelden, Austria. Valu¬ 
able points, especially with 
Vonn skipping it to give her 
ankle more time to mend. 
Shiffrin believes she can 
be on the podium in all 
three races this weekend. 
No American has finished 
in the top three during a 
World Cup race at Aspen 
since Julia Mancuso was 
third in 2011. What's more, 
no American has won at 
this venue since Tamara 
McKinney in 1981. 

“The podium is definitely 
a possibility. Maybe more 
than a possibility," Shiffrin 
said. “But things have to 
line up."Q

DETROIT (AP) - Matthew 
Stafford dropped back 
and perfectly lofted the 
ball where only Calvin 
Johnson could catch it. 
Johnson leaped to come 
down with the 25-yard pass 
in the end zone for the first 
of a career-high matching 
three touchdown recep¬ 
tions, Stafford tied a per¬ 
sonal best with five scoring 
passes, and the surging De¬ 
troit Lions kept the Philadel¬ 
phia Eaglesreeling with a 
45-14 rout Thursday. 

“’When we’re on point like 
that, it’s hard to stop,” 
Johnson said. 

The Lions (4-7) have won 
three straight since firing 
their team president and 
general manager, and 
three in a row in their an¬ 
nual Thanksgiving game. 
Detroit ran for 108 yards, 
tied a season high with 
six sacks and Matt Prat¬ 
er made a 48-yard field 
goal. 

“’That’s as complete a vic¬ 
tory as we’ve had since 
we’ve been here,” said 
Jim Caldwell, who won 11 
games last season in his first 
year as Detroit’s coach. 

The Eagles (4-7) have lost 
three straight. They have 
allowed at least 45 points in 
two straight games in one 
season for the first time, ac¬ 


cording to STATS, and have 
lost by at least 28 points in 
consecutive games for the 
first time since 1971. 

"We all take account¬ 
ability,” coach Chip Kelly 
said. "I’m a coach, not a 
player, so it starts with me. 
I’m not pointing fingers at 
anybody, and I don’t think 
anybody points fingers at 
anybody.” 

Stafford threw for more 
than 200 yards and three 
touchdowns without a turn¬ 
over by halftime for the 


second time in his career, 
according to STATS, to help 
the Lions lead 24-7. He fin¬ 
ished 27 of 38 for 337 yards 
and threw five TDs for the 
fourth time in his career. 
“’Our quarterback is com¬ 
fortable in this offense,” 
Caldwell said. "And when 
that happens, it gives you 
opportunities for your play- 
makers to do things.” 
Johnson had eight catches 
for 93 yards and three TDs, 
matching his career high 
set in 2010. 

After not throwing to John¬ 


son much early in the game, 
Stafford started connecting 
with the star receiver. The 
Eagles couldn’t do much 
about it, especially when 
starting cornerback Nolan 
Carrollleft in the second 
quarter with a broken right 
ankle and was replaced by 
rookie Eric Rowe. 

"At the end of the first quar¬ 
ter, I realized we hadn’t 
gotten 81 the ball yet, so 
we dialed up some plays 
forhim,” Stafford said. “’We 
started getting aggressive, 
and that opened up a cou¬ 
ple routes for him.” 

The quarterback seems 
to be clicking with plays 
called by offensive coor¬ 
dinator Jim Bob Cooter, 
who replaced the fired Joe 
Lombardi a month ago. 

"I love that he’s so ag¬ 
gressive,” Stafford said. 
"That rubs off on the play¬ 
ers because it is fun when 


he’s giving you chances to 
make big plays.” 

Taking advantage of John¬ 
son in one-on-one cover¬ 
age, Stafford threw 4- and 
3-yard TD passes to John¬ 
son in the third quarter. 
"We’re attacking the de¬ 
fense, and not playing de¬ 
fense on offense,” Johnson 
said. 

Stafford started the scor¬ 
ing barrage with an 8-yard 
pass to Theo Riddick, who 
made a sharp move to the 
inside to get away from 
linebacker Mychal Kend¬ 
ricks late in the opening 
quarter. Stafford threw a 
go-ahead, 2-yard TD mid¬ 
way through the second 
quarter to Golden Tate, 
who lined up as a fullback 
and went to the flat where 
he caught the ball and 
stopped, letting safety Wal¬ 
ter Thurmond run past him. 
Mark Sanchez started in 
place of Sam Bradford, 
who was inactive with a 
shoulder injury. Sanchez 
completed 19 of 27 passes 
for 199 yards and two TDs. 
He connected with Brent 
Celek early in the second 
quarter on a 2-yard pass to 
help Philadelphia pull into 
a 7-all tie and with Jordan 
Matthewsfor a relatively 
meaningless, 24-yard TD 
late in the game. 

Sanchez was able to con¬ 
nect with receivers when 
he had time, but that didn't 
happen very often. 

Detroit’s Ezekiel Ansah had 
a career-high 3 1/2 sacks, 
one of which forced a fum¬ 
ble by Sanchez that the 
defensive end recovered.

PORTLAND, Ore. (AP) — 

Things couldn’t be better 
for Darlington Nagbe. 

The 25-year-old midfielder 
became an American citi¬ 
zen in September, he just 
returned from his first call-up 
with the U.S. national team, 
and his Portland Timbers 
are in the MLS Cup playoffs. 
To top it off, Nagbe and his 
wife are expecting a son 
next month. 

The enormity of it all 
dawned on him when he 
made his national team 
debut in a World Cup quali¬ 
fying match against St. Vin¬ 
cent and the Grenadines 
in St. Louis two weeks ago. 
Nagbe wore a broad smile 
as he entered the game in 
the 64th minute. 

“Just the whole process. 
Getting citizenship, and 
my family and everything 
like that,” he said about 
the thoughts that raced 
through his mind in the mo¬ 
ment. “Finally getting a 
chance to wear the colors. 
It was exciting." 

Nagbe was born in Liberia 
and his father played for 
the national team. But civil 
war prompted his mother 
Somah to flee the country 
when Darlington was just 
a few months old. Joseph 
Nagbe, who was playing 
professionally in France at 
the time, found the family 
in a refugee camp in Sierra 
Leone. 

The Nagbes traveled 
throughout Europe, follow¬ 
ing Joseph Nagbe's ca¬ 


reer. But when Darlington 
was 11, Somah moved the 
family to the United States, 
hoping for some stability 
and a solid education for 
her sons. 

The family settled in Ohio, 
where Nagbe became a 
top youth player. When he 
was 15, he caught the eye 
of Akron coach Caleb Por¬ 
ter, who recruited him to 
play for the Zips. 

In three seasons with Akron, 
Nagbe scored 19 goals 
and had 19 assists. He won

the MAC Hermann Award 
for the nation's top college 
player as a junior. 

“He was huge,” Nagbe said 
of Porter. “Going to the Uni¬ 
versity of Akron was a new 
experience for me. I didn’t 
deal well with new environ¬ 
ments, but he made it com¬ 
fortable for me. He was a 
guy I could go to, and still 
go to, for advice about 
anything, whether it's fam¬ 
ily or soccer or anything.” 
Nagbe was the second 
overall pick in the MLS draft 


in 2011 by the expansion 
Portland Timbers. The next 
year he was reunited with 
Porter when he was made 
coach of the Timbers. 
Portland went 15-11-8 this 
season, earning the West¬ 
ern Conference’s third 
seed in the playoffs. The 
Timbers defeated Sport¬ 
ing KC in the knockout 
round, before beating the 
Vancouver Whitecaps 2-0 
in the two legs of the con¬ 
ference semifinal. 

Last Sunday the Timbers 
opened the conference 
finals wifh a 3-1 victory at 
home over FC Dallas. The 
second leg is set for Sunday 
in Frisco, Texas. 

Portland has peaked at the 
right time, going 5-0-2 in the 
team's last seven games. 
The playoff teams had a 
two-week break after the 
conference semifinals, 
which was when Nagbe 
learned he’d be making his 
debuf with the U.S. national 
team. 

Coach Jurgen Klinsmann 
left Clint Dempsey off 
the roster for the first two 
matches in the long qualify¬ 
ing path to the 2018 World 
Cup in Russia. He added 
Nagbe and fellow first-tim¬ 
er Matt Miazga of the Red 
Bulls on the 23-man roster. 
“Our younger players have 
to come out of their shell,” 
Klinsmann said. “We know 
Clint inside and out. He’s al¬ 
ways there. But we have to 
have a big picture toward 
Russia 2018. We need our 
young guys to make an im¬ 
pression.” 


Nagbe appeared in both 
games, a 6-1 victory over 
St. Vincent at the Grena¬ 
dines, and a 0-0 draw with 
Trinidad and Tobago in 
Port-of-Spain. 

“I hate to overhype him, 
but America doesn’t really 
produce a lot of those shifty 
players that can get their 
foot on the ball and make 
people miss. It’s not always 
spectacular, but just a little 
shift here or there to unbal¬ 
ance the defense,” said 
U.S. goalkeeper Tim How¬ 
ard. “I like him a lot. I think 
he has a lot of potential 
and I think he’s a good kid.” 
His inclusion on the team 
was made possible in Sep¬ 
tember, when Nagbe offi¬ 
cially became a U.S. cifizen 
in a private ceremony with 
his wife and daughter after 
completing the naturaliza¬ 
tion test. 

“I’ve known him for a long 
time, and I think it’s a big 
moment for not only his soc¬ 
cer career, but for his life 
and his family,” Porter said 
at the time. “So I’m really 
happy on all levels for him. 
It gives him the chance to 
go into the national team, 
which opens up new doors, 
new opportunities, new 
challenges for him and his 
soccer career.” 

Nagbe says he was thrilled 
with his first national 
team appearance and a 
chance to don the U.S. col¬ 
ors, but ultimately his new 
citizenship means so much 
more. It’s the completion of 
one journey and the start of 
another. □

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Smartphones overtake desktops for holiday shopping

NEW YORK (AP) — If the 

beginning of the holiday 
season is any indication, it 
could be a merry mobile 
Christmas for shoppers. 

For the first time, there’s ex¬ 
pected to be more peo¬ 
ple visiting retailers' web 
sites through their smart¬ 
phones than on desktop 
computers or tablets dur¬ 
ing the first weekend of 
the holiday shopping sea¬ 
son that begins on Thanks¬ 
giving Day. 

Mobile traffic during the 
five-day start to what is 
typically the busiest shop¬ 
ping period of the year is 
expected to reach 56.9 
percent of total traffic, 
up from 48.5 percent last 
year, according to IBM 
Watson. 

And even though every¬ 
one who “window shops” 
on their phones isn't going 
to buy, mobile sales are 
jumping too. Mobile sales 
are expected to account 
for 36.1 percent of online 
sales, up from 27 percent 
last year, according to 
IBM Watson Trend. 

The bumps in traffic and 
sales come as retailers 
try to make the mobile 
shopping experience 
easier by improving their 
mobile apps and add¬ 
ing coupons and other 
deals. Shoppers also have 
gotten more comfort¬ 
able browsing retailers’ 
web sites as smartphone 
screen sizes have gotten 
bigger, making it easier for 
them to see photos of the 
items they want to buy. 
Digital wallets and apps 
that let shoppers store 
payment information are 
helping too. 

“It’s very convenient,” said 
Seth Reineke, 25, an insur¬ 
ance worker from Iowa 
City, Iowa, who plans to 
peruse Amazon's week¬ 
end deals from his phone. 
“It allows me to keep 
track of time-sensitive 
sales without being tied to 
a computer or having to 
leave a holiday event or 
get-together.” 

Overall spending this sea¬ 
son is expected to be 
somewhat muted. The Na¬ 
tional Retail Federation, a 


trade group for storeown- 
ers, expects industry-wide 
sales to be up 3.7 percent 
in November and Decem¬ 
ber, less than the 4.1 per¬ 
cent of last year’s holiday 
season. 

But online spending figures 
are stronger. Forrester pre¬ 
dicts online sales will rise 
11 percent to $95 billion. 
And mobile sales are be¬ 


coming a bigger piece of 
that pie. Forrester expects 
them to account for 35 
percent of e-commerce 
this year and 49 percent in 
five years. That compares 
to 29 percent in 2014. 
Adobe, which measures 
80 percent of online sales 
from the top 100 U.S. re¬ 
tailers, predicts 40 to 45 
percent of all retail traf¬ 
fic during November and 
December will come from 
mobile devices, up from 
37 percent last year. Mo¬ 
bile sales are expected to 
total 20 to 25 percent of 
total online sales, up from 
16 percent last year. 


Wal-Mart, the world's larg¬ 
est retailer, expects that 
75 percent of U.S. traffic 
to its website will come 
from mobile devices this 
holiday shopping season. 
That’s up from 50 percent 
two years ago. Likewise, 
eBay says it expects mo¬ 
bile sales during the holi¬ 
days will be “significantly" 
higher than the 41 per¬ 


cent mobile sales made 
up of total revenue in the 
third quarter. 

Thanksgiving and the day 
after the holiday known as 
Black Friday are expected 
to be particularly mobile- 
friendly shopping dates 
because people can use 
their phones to take ad¬ 
vantage of limited-time 
offers wherever they may 
be. Adobe predicts mo¬ 
bile will drive the majority 
of shopping traffic, 51 per¬ 
cent, for the first time on 
Thanksgiving Day. 

“There's a lot of opportu¬ 
nity to do ‘shopping under 
the table’ on Thanksgiving 


Day,” said Tamara Gaff¬ 
ney, director of Adobe 
Digital Index. “In between 
cooking, watching foot¬ 
ball and in general hang¬ 
ing around family and 
friends, there's down time 
to glance at the iPad and 
smartphone and do some 
shopping." 

Take Danyell Taylor, 34, 
a writer in Washington, 


D.C. who likes the “easy 
access” of smartphone 
shopping. Taylor plans to 
start looking for holiday 
deals on Wednesday and 
continuing through the 
weekend, specifically for 
Converse shoes and Kate 
Spade home accessories. 
“I’m going to sit on my 
couch with my phone 
and my laptop and buy 
from there," she says. “I 
don’t plan on going into 
the store at all.” 

Mobile shopping still has 
its problems, including se¬ 
curity concerns, sluggish 
apps and hard-to-nav- 
igate mobile web sites. 


And much of mobile traf¬ 
fic doesn’t translate into 
sales. 

But for shoppers, the con¬ 
venience factor is hard to 
beat, says Forrester Re¬ 
search analyst Sucharita 
Mulpuru. 

“While retailers may la¬ 
ment their low conversion 
rates and slow download 
speeds on mobile de¬ 


vices, shoppers still keep 
shopping on those devic¬ 
es,” Mulpuru says, adding 
that shoppers “appear to 
have greater tolerance 
for imperfection, much 
like in the early days of 
desktop." Jill Markiewicz, 
38, a personal shopper in 
New York, says she shops 
frequently on her iPhone 
6s on Saks Fifth Ave and 
J.Crew's mobile web sites. 
“I'm typically on foot run¬ 
ning around a lot... don't 
get a whole lot of desk 
time,” Markiewicz says. 
“You can go from email to 
checkout cart in a matter 
of minutes. ”□

HONG KONG (AP) — Chi¬ 
nese e-commerce giant 
Alibaba is in talks to buy 
Hong Kong's leading Eng¬ 
lish language newspaper, 
the South China Morning 
Post, a person with knowl¬ 
edge of the potential deal 
said Thursday. 

The person, who spoke 
on condition of anonym¬ 


ity because the talks were 
ongoing, said Alibaba is 
interested in acquiring the 
newspaper and its relat¬ 
ed businesses. 

The Post's publisher, SCMP 
Group, said in a stock ex¬ 
change filing late Wednes¬ 
day that it was considering 
an offer, but did not name 
the possible buyer. It said 
it has received a “prelimi¬ 
nary approach from a third 


party" for a possible pur¬ 
chase of its media assets. 
The company said the 
discussions are at a “very 
early stage" and terms of a 
deal are subject to “regu¬ 
latory review.” 

In a front-page story, the 
newspaper noted the “in¬ 
tense speculation” that Al¬ 
ibaba’s billionaire founder 
and chairman. Jack Ma, 
was in talks to buy the 


company's media busi¬ 
nesses, which also include 
magazines, advertising 
and custom publishing. 
However, the person with 
knowledge of the talks 
said it was Alibaba Group 
Holdings Ltd., not Ma, who 
would be the buyer. The 
acquisition would fit into 
the company’s strategy of 
expanding its media inter¬ 
ests, the person said. 


Alibaba has been buying 
stakes in media compa¬ 
nies in order to tap Chi¬ 
nese consumers’ growing 
demand for online content 
as it diversifies outside of ifs 
mainstay business of on¬ 
line shopping. In October 
it bought the remaining 
shares in video stream¬ 
ing site Youku Tudou it 
didn’t already own for $3.6 
billionO 


With US off, global stocks buoyed by Europe stimulus hopes

LONDON (AP) — With Wall 
Street closed for the Thanks¬ 
giving holiday and ten¬ 
sions between Russia and 
Turkey fading, European 
stock markets were buoyed 
Thursday by expectations 
that the European Central 
Bank will back further stimu¬ 
lus for the ailing 19-country 
eurozone economy next 
week. 

There’s increasing specula¬ 
tion that ECB President Ma¬ 
rio Draghi will announce a 
bold package of measures 
as the bank tries to shore 
up the economic recov¬ 
ery across the region and 
get inflation back towards 
its target of jusf below 2 
percent on an annual ba¬ 
sis. Currently, inflation is 
standing at 0.1 percent. 
That prospect is keeping 
the euro currency at rela¬ 
tive lows at $1.06 as well 
as depressing the interest 
rates payable on a series of 


government bonds across 
Europe. 

In Europe, the FTSE 100 in¬ 
dex of leading British shares 
closed up 0.9 percent at 
6,393.13 while Germany’s 


DAX rose 1.4 percent to 
11,320.77. The CAC-40 in 
France ended 1.1 percent 
higher at 4,946.02. 

"In the event that the ECB 
fails to deliver what Mr. Mar¬ 


ket wants then one would 
expect to see a big drop in 
stock prices — an unlikely 
event, in our view,” said 
Fawad Razaqzada, techni¬ 
cal analyst at Forex.com. 


Razaqzada said there’s 
potential for stock mar¬ 
kets, particularly in Europe, 
to post further strong gains 
over coming days before 
possibly retreating a little 
sometime after the ECB 
meeting on Thursday. 

Earlier in Asia, Japan's Nik¬ 
kei 225 rose 0.5 percent 
to 19,944.41 and South 
Korea’s Kospi gained 1.1 
percent to 2,030.68. Hong 
Kong’s Hang Seng erased 
earlier gains, finishing flat at 
22,488.94. Australia's S&P/ 
ASX 200 advanced 0.3 per¬ 
cent to 5,210.70. 

Wall Street is set to reopen 
Friday for an abbreviated 
session and much of the 
interest will likely center on 
Black Friday, when millions 
of Americans venture to 
shops the day after Thanks¬ 
giving in search of bargains. 
In the energy markets, Brent 
crude, a benchmark for in¬ 
ternational oils, lost 75 cents 
to trade at $45.42 a barrel 
in London. □ 


Middle class optimism buoys US consumer sentiment

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Americans were more opti¬ 
mistic about their incomes 
and personal finances this 
month, particularly among 
lower and middle-class 
households, lifting consum¬ 
ers’ outlook. 

The University of Michigan’s 
consumer sentiment index, 
released earlier this week, 
rose to 91.3 in November 
from 90 in the previous 
month. That is close to the 
average for the past six 
months of 91.6. 

Steady hiring and rising 


wages and salaries are 
slowly lifting Americans' 
confidence in the econo¬ 
my, though it remains mut¬ 
ed by historical standards. 
The modest increase sug¬ 
gests consumers could 
spend more over the com¬ 
ing holiday shopping pe¬ 
riod. 

Among lower and middle- 
income households, 38 per¬ 
cent expect their personal 
finances fo improve in the 
coming year, compared 
with just 29 percent of 
higher-income households. 
The outlook for wealthier 
families appears to have 


been tempered by recent 
swings in the stock market. 
The report included some 
cautionary signs for retail¬ 
ers as the winter holiday 
shopping season gets un¬ 
der way. Consumers at 
all income levels appear 
intensely focused on dis¬ 
counts and bargains. 

“The insistence of consum¬ 
ers on discounts in prices 
has rarely been greater in 
the more than half-century 
history of the surveys,” Rich¬ 
ard Curtin, chief economist 
of the survey, said.

Brazil banker 
arrest sending 
shares lower

RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 

When IT specialist Andre 
Esteves decided to leave 
Swiss bank UBS in 2008 to 
refound bank Pactual, he 
added BTG to the com¬ 
pany’s name to symbolize 
that he was "back to the 
game." Later, as a darling 
of the financial markets, he 
jokingly said that the acro¬ 
nym actually meant “bet¬ 
ter than Goldman” Sachs. 
On Thursday, though, Es¬ 
teves, one of the wealthi¬ 
est men in the country, he 
completed his first day in 
jail, accused of obstruct¬ 
ing a probe into corruption 
at the state oil company, 
Petrobras. 

Esteves, who denies all the 
accusations, was arrested 
at his home in Rio de Ja¬ 
neiro, sending BTG Pactual 
shares tumbling. 

On Wednesday, bank 
shares dipped 21 percent 
on the Sao Paulo stock 
market. On Thursday, rating 
agency Moody’s said it was 
placing the bank's ratings 
on review for downgrade, 
which triggered another 
session of losses for BTG. 

The impact of the inves¬ 
tigations could be felt in 
every business related to 
BTG Pactual, according 
to Silvio Campos Neto, an 
economist at consultancy 
firm Tendencias. "We don't 
know yet how exposed they 
are. But the main risk is a 
loss of confidence leading 
to cash flowing out. Then it 
could affect others that are 
related,” he told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. "So far fhe risk 
seems to be under control. 
But the market is vigilant.” 

In July last year, BTG bought 
Swiss bank BSI for $ 1.68 bil¬ 
lion. Esteves, 47, was re¬ 
cently involved in a pend¬ 
ing operation to merge 
dominant cellphone carri¬ 
ers Oi and TIM in Brazil. BTG 
has shares in construction 
companies, online media 
and many other sectors. 
The bank tried to calm in¬ 
vestors with the appoint¬ 
ment of Persio Arida, chair¬ 
man of the bank's asset 
management unit and for¬ 
mer Central Bank governor, 
as interim CEO. □

NEW YORK (AP) — Some¬ 
times the best choice is to 
make none at all, particu¬ 
larly when all the options 
look risky. 

So if you're deciding 
whether to invest in stocks, 
bonds or something else, 
remember that you could 
leave some of it in cash. So 
says Matt Freund, chief in¬ 
vestment officer of USAA’s 
mutual funds. 

He says stocks are likely 
due to deliver lower re¬ 
turns than before, maybe 
7 percent annually, partly 
because of how high their 
prices have become rela¬ 
tive to corporate profits. 
And as the Federal Reserve 
gets closer to raising inter¬ 
est rates, Freund expects 
price swings for stocks to 
get bigger. Bonds, too, are 
likely to get more volatile. 
Instead of taking on a lot 
of extra risk for only a little 
bit more return, the right 
choice may be to get 
more conservative, says 
Freund, who manages sev¬ 
eral bond mutual funds. 
He recently talked about 
why it can make sense to 
stash some cash under the 
mattress. The interview has 
been edited for length and 
clarity. 

Q: How much more volatil¬ 
ity should we be expecting 
once the Fed begins rais¬ 
ing rates? 

A: We’ve already seen it. 
We saw it in August, when 
people were trying to 
make a huge news story 
about a 10 percent de¬ 
cline for stocks. I think it is 
going to get worse. I think

Well, we're 
nof sure, but I suspect that 
it’s not. 

Typically, when the Fed 
raises rates, the economy is 
accelerating.

Q: What kinds of invest¬ 
ments do you like? 

A: I actually do like high- 
yield. 

Q: Don’t managers of high- 
yield bond funds always 
say they like high-yield? 

A: If I gave you the choice 
of two asset classes, and 
one was going to earn 7 
percent and be really vol¬ 
atile, and the other was 
going to earn almost 7 per¬ 
cent but with a lot less vol¬ 
atility, which one is better? 

I think that for the same re¬ 
turns, take less risk. 

Q: I assume the first choice 
is stocks, and the second 
is high-yield bonds. Can 
they really produce nearly 
7 percent returns? 

A: The high-yield index is 
yielding close to 8 percent. 
After expenses, it’s close 
to 7. So then you have to 
worry about defaults and 
price swings.

Q: Do you really think peo¬ 
ple are investing in stocks 
with expectations to hold 
for just six months? 

A: People are exception¬ 
ally short term. Maybe it's 
for a year.

It was a 10 per¬ 
cent correction. It was 
long overdue. It was no big 
deal. But it created a lot of 
worry and angst. 

Q: That advice wouldn't 
have been any different 10 
years ago, though, right? 

A: Yeah, but people al¬ 
ways seem to forget it. 
There’s nothing wrong with 
holding some cash. 
Imagine you were that 
lucky person who was sit¬ 
ting on a big stockpile of 
cash in August. Everyone 
is running for the door. You 
would have been very well 
rewarded for putting that 
money to work.

Julio Cesar Reyes, the best 
known opposition con¬ 
gressional candidate, was 
nicknamed “Judas Cesar” 
by a furious Hugo Chavez 
in 2008 after he broke with 
the movement and ran 
against Adan for governor. 
Two opposition leaders 
were shot to death here in 
2012, another killed in 2013. 
But the ranks of defecting 
voters have been slowly 
growing in this state, which 
looks like a collapsing ver¬ 
sion of Texas, its buildings 
sliding into rubble and the 
cowboy bars closing early 
as crime soars. 

Hugo Chavez’s margin of 
victory in his home state 
shrank from 40 percent¬ 
age points to 20 when he 
won re-election in 2012. A 
month after his March 2013 
death, his handpicked suc¬ 
cessor, Maduro, won Bori¬ 
nas by less than 5 points. 
Later that year, the opposi¬ 
tion took the Barinas may¬ 
or’s office and it sees victo¬ 
ry ahead in the congressio¬ 
nal races. It commissioned 
a poll by the respected 
national firm Datanalisis 
that shows it ahead by 10 
points in one of the state's 
two districts, neither of 
which the socialists have 
ever lost. One district elects 
a single congressman and 
the other picks three, with 
two more chosen on a 
statewide level. 

Opposition candidates 
are venturing into towns 
where they’ve been ab¬ 
sent for more than a de¬ 
cade, including Saba- 
neta, where the Chavez 
brothers lived during their 
early childhood. The op¬ 
position advocates liber¬ 
alizing the economy and 
promises to stop people 
named Chavez from us¬ 
ing the state as its personal 
fiefdom. □

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Projects stall after feds allow fish farming in open ocean

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Some 
90 percent of seafood 
consumed by Americans 
is imported — a fact that 
the Obama administra¬ 
tion vowed to start turning 
around by expanding fish 
and shellfish farms into fed¬ 
eral waters. 

Yet nearly two years since 
the first permit was issued, 
the United States still has no 
offshore farms. 

The pioneers of offshore 
aquaculfure say their 
plans have stalled or been 
abandoned because of 
the long and expensive 
federal permitting process 
that requires extensive en¬ 
vironmental monitoring 
and data collection. 

The applicant given the first 
permit for federal waters in 
2014 has spent $1 million 
and not seeded any mus¬ 
sels off Southern California. 
Another pioneer in Hawaii 
said there is too much red 
tape and plans to start his 
fish farm off Mexico and 
export to the U.S. 
Meanwhile, investors are 
leery to jump on board 
with no offshore farms in 
the water. 

“Those jobs could have 
been in the U.S., the invest¬ 
ment could have been 
in the U.S., but there was 
no way I could talk to my 
board of investors when 
there are no clear regula¬ 
tions set up and the moni¬ 
toring burden is so ridicu¬ 
lous,” said Neil Sims, CEO of 
Kampachi Farms. 

“I’m now practicing my 
Spanish," said Sims, who re¬ 
ceived his permit for pens 
off Hawaii. He had hoped 
to develop a commercial 
operation to raise sashimi- 
grade Kampachi fish but 
plans instead to put his 
farm off Mexico’s Baja Cal¬ 
ifornia peninsula next year. 
He said the Mexican pro¬ 


cess was rigorous but 
streamlined. 

Federal officials say the red 
tape is partly because it's 
a new frontier. There is no 
regulatory framework for 
federal waters. They say 
the process needs to be 
streamlined while main¬ 


taining environmental 
standards. 

Nearly half of the imported 
seafood Americans eat 
comes from foreign farms, 
according to the National 
Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration. 

A draft of NOAA’s five-year 
strategic plan calls for ma¬ 
rine aquaculture produc¬ 
tion to jump 50 percent 
by 2020, and expanding 
into federal waters is key. 
Crowded coastlines with 
recreational boats and 
shipping routes are limiting 
growth in state waters. 
Critics fear it will open the 
doors to massive fish farms 
like those in other countries 
that have polluted waters 
from fhe accumulation of 
feces and resulted in es¬ 
capes of farm-raised fish 
that can affect wild stocks. 


Supporters say the general 
public is unaware aqua¬ 
culture can be done sus¬ 
tainably, and help relieve 
the overfishing of oceans. 
“People are scared,” said 
Hunter Lenihan, a Univer¬ 
sity of California, Sanfa 
Barbara marine ecologist. 


“You look at China in cer¬ 
tain bays, it looks awful. 
They’ve destroyed the sea¬ 
scape with pollution. That's 
a lot of people’s version 
of what aquaculture looks 
like.” 

Technology can resolve 
many of fhe issues, buf fed¬ 
eral funds and the political 
will are lacking so industry 
and scientists can work to¬ 
gether to make it sustain¬ 
able, he said. 

“There is not a govern¬ 
ment-funded program of 
any decent size in which 
you can propose to do ex¬ 
periments and develop in¬ 
novation in offshore aqua¬ 
culture to address the 
main questions we have,” 
Lenihan said. “We need di¬ 
rection from the top to say 
this is a priority.” 

Federal officials are work¬ 


ing to improve coordina¬ 
tion between agencies 
and identify gaps in scien¬ 
tific data, so they are ad¬ 
dressed and don't cause 
delays, and federal grants 
for research have been in¬ 
creasing. 

“We need to make the 


permitting process be 
more efficient as opposed 
to now where it's like who’s 
on first,” said Michael Ru- 
bino, director of NOAA's 
aquaculfure office. 

Most of the permits issued 
so far are for raising shell¬ 
fish, which are filter feeders 
that can clean waterways. 
Entrepreneur Phil Cruver 
hoped to be seeding mus¬ 
sels months after snatch¬ 
ing the first federal permit 
in January 2014 for Cata¬ 
lina Sea Ranch's 100-acre 
farm, 6 miles from Hunting- 
ton Beach. 

Now he’s keeping his fin¬ 
gers crossed for 2016 after 
spending more than $1 
million on consultants, law¬ 
yers, permits, and prepara¬ 
tions. 

Cruver had the area’s 
ocean floor tested for 


heavy metals or mercury 
and bought cellular-load¬ 
ed buoys to collect real¬ 
time data, including on 
water salinity and temper¬ 
ature. 

He will monitor how much 
phytoplankton the shellfish 
consume to ensure things 
are not thrown off balance. 
He hopes his pioneering ef¬ 
forts will pave the way for 
a multi-billion aquaculture 
industry someday. 

“We don't think there will 
be any impact, but we 
have to prove that,” Cru¬ 
ver said. 

Four federal agencies ap¬ 
proved his farm. Cruver 
said he underestimated 
the costs and now needs 
$3 million to make a prof¬ 
itable farm. “It’s been a 
really tough, tough time, 
raising money for a susfain- 
able-fype investment," he 
said. 

Salem State University 
professor Mark Fregeau 
agreed. 

The university received a 
permit for a pilot project 
in federal waters on the 
feasibility of a commercial 
operation off Massachu¬ 
setts, but it's stalled until 
they find $100,000 to cover 
costs, including bi-monthly 
inspections of its mussel 
beds, which will be 8 miles 
offshore. Another feder¬ 
al permit holder found it 
more profitable to harvest 
wild mussels in Massachu¬ 
setts state waters for now, 
said Scott Lindell, at the 
Marine Biological Labora¬ 
tory, a nonprofit institution 
that assisted the applicant. 
Hubbs-SeaWorld Research 
Institute in San Diego ap¬ 
plied last October for mul¬ 
tiple permits to start an

Adele announces 
first tour in five years 
for new album ‘25’ 

LONDON (AP) — Adele has announced her first tour since 
2011, with a string of European dates in support of her 
record-breaking new album, “25.” 

The British singer announced Thursday that she will play 
venues in Britain and Europe starting Feb. 29 in Belfast, 
Northern Ireland. 

Adele has previously said she finds touring lonely. But in 
a video on Facebook, the 27-year-old said she was “re¬ 
lieved to finally tell you I am of course coming on tour and 
I can't wait to see all of you there.” 

The album sold a record 2.4 million copies in its first four 
days in the U.S., according to Nielsen Music. In Britain, it 
sold 737,000 copies in its first week. 

The first single, “Hello,” is a hit on both sides of fhe Aflanfic. 
One reason for the astronomical sales may be that Adele 
declined to make her album available through music¬ 
streaming services including Apple Music and Spotify, 
forcing listeners to buy it either digitally and at stores. 

It can be heard via U.S.-based online radio company 
Pandora Music Inc., which announced this week that it 
was playing all the songs on “25.” □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Three 
of the radio personal¬ 
ity Casey Kasem’s children 
and his brother sued his 
widow on Wednesday, 
claiming her actions led to 
his death in 2014. 

The wrongful deafh lawsuit 
filed in Los Angeles Supe¬ 
rior Courf accuses Jean 
Kasem of elder abuse and 
inflicting emotional distress 
on Kasem’s children from 
a previous marriage by re¬ 
stricting access to their fa¬ 
ther before his death. 
“Casey’s early death oc¬ 
curred as a direct and 
proximate result of Jean's 
neglect and physical 
abuse of Casey," the law¬ 
suit states. 

A call and email sent to 
Jean Kasem’s attorney, H. 
Michael Soroy, was not im¬ 
mediately returned. 

The longtime “American 
Top 40” host had a form 
of dementia and a severe 
bedsore when he died at 
age 82. 

Kerri, Julie and Michael Kas¬ 
em are joined in the lawsuit 
by their uncle, Mouner. The 
lawsuit seeks more than 
$250,000, although a jury 
would have to decide any 
damage award. 
Prosecutors earlier this year 
declined to charge Jean 
Kasem with elder abuse, a 
decision that Kerri Kasem 
said Wednesday led to her 
family filing the civil case. 
“We would rather see her in 
jail than receive one dime,” 
Kerri Kasem said. “We don't 
care about the money. We 
care about justice.” 

The lawsuit follows years of 
legal wrangling between 
Jean Kasem and three 
of his adult children from 
a previous marriage. The 
groups fought over visita¬ 
tion access to Casey Kas¬ 
em before his death in June 
2014, with his daughter Kerri 
Kasem assuming control of 
his medical care. 

A Los Angeles judge 
stripped Jean Kasem of 
decision-making authority 
over concerns about her 
decision to move Casey 
Kasem from a medical fa¬ 
cility in Santa Monica, Cali¬ 


fornia, to a friend’s home in 
Washington state. 

Jean Kasem contended 
at the time she moved her 
husband to protect his pri¬ 
vacy. 

The 28-page lawsuit gives 
a detailed account of Kas- 
em's final days, including 
the extent of his ailments 
and the family infighting 
swirling around him. 

It states that in the months 
before Casey Kasem’s 
death, his wife repeatedly 
left him in various hospitals 
for days despite the fact 
he was ready to be dis¬ 
charged. 

The lawsuit also details 
numerous confrontations 
about Kasem's care, and 
it states Jean Kasem trans¬ 
ported his body to Norway 
where it was buried in an 
unmarked grave. That was 
despite Casey Kasem’s 
wishes to be buried at a 
cemetery in Los Angeles, 
the lawsuit states. 

The lawsuit states the Kas¬ 
em's children and brother 
are seeking “fair recom¬ 
pense for the suffering they 
personally endured from 
witnessing the abuse and 
its painful and damaging 
physical effect on their be¬ 
loved father and brother, 
and the gross treatment 
and disposition of Casey 
Kasem’s remains in an un¬ 
marked grave in a distant 
land unknown to him or his 
family.” 

“What she did to my father

is reprehensible,” Kerri Kas¬ 
em said. “It’s disgusting. It’s 
horrific.” 

Los Angeles prosecutors in 
May rejected filing elder 
abuse charges against 
Jean Kasem, saying they 
could not prove at trial that 
her actions led to the radio 
host's death. An explana¬ 
tion of the decision stated 
Jean Kasem ensured her 
husband was medically 
supervised during his trans¬ 
port from Santa Monica to 
Washington, which includ¬ 
ed a brief stay in Las Vegas. 
“Because of Mr. Kasem’s 
longstanding profound 
health issues, this case can¬ 
not be proven beyond 
a reasonable doubt to a 
jury,” the decision stated. 
“The development of a 
bedsore by ifself is insuf¬ 
ficient evidence of abuse 
or neglect because of Mr. 
Kasem’s overall weakened 
health.” Casey and Jean 
Kasem were married for 
more than 30 years. 

Casey Kasem's legacy 
reached well beyond mu¬ 
sic. His voice was heard 
as the character Shaggy 
in the “Scooby-Doo” TV 
cartoons and in numerous 
commercials. 

His “American Top 40” be¬ 
gan July 4, 1970, in Los An¬ 
geles. In his signoff, Casey 
Kasem’s would tell viewers: 
“And don’t forget: Keep 
your feet on the ground, 
and keep reaching for the 
stars.” □

LOS ANGELES (AP) — New¬ 
lyweds Sofia Vergara and 
Joe Manganiello might 
have cashed in by selling 
their wedding photos to a 
celebrity magazine, but in¬ 
stead they posted the pic¬ 
tures online, and the ben¬ 
efits could be priceless. 
Vergara shared 55 photos 
from her wedding week¬ 
end on Instagram, from the 
romantic, flower-filled set¬ 
ting to her first dance with 
her new husband. There 
are shots of her co-workers 
— “Modern Family” stars 
Eric Stonestreet, Ty Burrell 
and Jesse Tyler Ferguson — 
and a snap of the couple 
cutting their cake. It's like 
an extended magazine 
layout without the maga¬ 
zine. 

By sharing the photos via 
social media, Vergara was 
able to “give fans the best 
perspective on her special 
day: her own,” said Insta¬ 
gram exec Charlton Ghol- 
son. 

She not only controls the 
narrative, she cultivates 


an image of accessibility, 
which could have an even 
bigger payoff. 

Marketing consultant Dorie 
Clark said the move sends 
“a clear branding signal 
that you are of the peo¬ 
ple.” 

“Just because magazines 
want to pay you tons of 
money for your photos, 
you're not succumbing 
to that," she said. “You’re 
a regular gal and you're 
releasing photos on Insta¬ 
gram the way your friends 
do. You’re not a spoiled 
Hollywood starlet. You’re 
of the people.” 

That kind of image is more 
fan-friendly — and almost 
expected in the era of re- 
ality-TV, said Bonnie Fuller, 
editor-in-chief of celeb¬ 
rity site HollywoodLife.com. 
Such accessibility also fits 
Vergara’s character on 
“Modern Family,” Fuller 
said. 

“People who tune into the 
show love to see her be¬ 
ing so happy and love to 
see her love story that she 
found true love with Joe 
Manganiello,” she said. 


“She looks so beautiful and 
she's so excited, and you 
like her even better and 
you can’t wait to see her 
back on her show.” 

Other stars have skipped 
traditional publications to 
bring their personal pho¬ 
tos straight to the people. 
Beyonce and Jay Z posted 
the first pictures of daugh¬ 
ter Blue Ivy on their person¬ 
al websites. Justin Timber- 
lake and Jessica Biel used 
Instagram to publicly share 
the first shots of their son, 
Silas. 

“I think we’re going to see 
more stars doing this, not 
less,” said Fuller, who notes 
that magazine publishers 
don’t have the budgets 
they once did. “Social me¬ 
dia has given such a forum 
to celebrities." 

Ultimately, Vergara and 
Manganiello making their 
wedding pictures widely 
available could lead to 
even more coverage in 
celebrity media, Clark said: 
“You might get more pub¬ 
licity value than in cash 
value had you sold the 
rights exclusively.’^ 


Rosie O’Donnell’s take on

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Rosie 
O'Donnell isn't mincing 
words when it comes to 
Donald Trump's presiden¬ 
tial campaign. 

Said O’Donnell: “It’s a 
nightmare.” She didn't 
elaborate, adding only, 
“That’s my quote.” 

The actress-comedian 
and billionaire Republican 
contender have long ex¬ 
changed barbs. But his 
conduct became an issue 
at the Republican presi¬ 
dential debate in August, 
when Trump was asked to 
account for crude remarks 
he has made about wom¬ 
en. When Trump suggest¬ 
ed he had insulted only 
O’Donnell, Fox News Chan¬ 
nel moderator Megyn Kelly 
corrected him. 

The animosity between 
Trump and O’Donnell 
dates back years. In 2006, 


O'Donnell criticized him for 
remarks he made about 
a winner of his Miss USA 
beauty pageant, saying 
he had no right to be a 
“moral compass” for the 
beauty queen. 

That unleashed a series 


of barbs from Trump, who 
called O’Donnell a “loser” 
and “slob,” among other 
insults. In turn, O’Donnell 
questioned Trump’s busi¬ 
ness skills and hairstyle and 
compared him to a “snake
